Last evening a meeting was held here bv 
negroes who favor the passage of the civil 
sights bill of Sepaior Sumuer’s, 2nd e=peciai- 
iy his: bill for the establishment of mixed 
schouls in the District of Columbia. ‘The 
nse of the meeting is fairly expressed by; 
the followiag €xtract :rom the report in this 
morning’s Patrio’. Fred Douglass, who 
vres ded, said : “The meeting had been cailed 
for @ pat‘io ic and teneticent «bj ct—an_ ob- 
ject which has sturred in former tite all ou 
political elements to fury. [i was the design 
of this meeting to advocate the duing away) 
with all discrimimations in Awerican politic 

on account of race orcolor. The black men 
now were attem; ting to perfect the Ameri 

an political machine. The prejudice agains: 
olur which exists is in antagon'sm witli th: 
spirit of the age ‘ibe objeciion which is 
mide to colored men yoing into curs 
cuurches, theatres, and botels, is not so much 
4 simple prejudice against color, but pro 
ceeds from the desire engendered by slavery 
to keep the blacks in a condition of servility 

[t is arelic of the old barbariam of siavery. 
He said that in no other country did thir 
prejudice exist.” 

Mr. George T. Downing, at one time pro- 
prietor of the restaurint under the House of 
itepresentatives, claimed that if the colored 
people were to be denie! every privilege 
which is allowed to the white citizen, then 
the negro should be disfranchised. As long 
a3 the negro wus de facioa citizen, tLen he 
was entitled to every privilege both for him- 
self and bis children «s is enjoyed under tix 
lawby his while fellow-citizn. He then 
went on to describe the indignities to which 
ae had to submit in railroad cars and in the 
hotels, both in the Nor h aad in the South. 
while traveling with his wife and children 
He next went on to make a legal argument 


to the effect that the law of the land, as laiu 
‘down in the Constitution, absolutely forbids 


any distinction by common carriers and in- 
stitutions supported by public taxation, on 
account of raceor color. He arraigned the 
Republican party as being responcible for the 
present state of affairs, and urged that they 
should at once wipe off the stain which rests 
upon their escutcheon 

A letter was read from President Grant 
giving assurance of most cordial sympathy 
“in any effort to secure for all our people, 
of whatever race, nationality, or color, the 
exercise of the rights to which every citizen 
should be entitlea,” 

Why then, docs not Grant give amnesty 
to the pro<cribed people of the South? 

But is it not evident that unless this ac- 
cursed Radical party is huricd from power, 
there is to be no peace in ali the land? This 
agitation of social equality is simply designed 
to win the negro vote; but it is m-anwhile 
the cause of needless annoyance and injury. 
No sane man belicves that the negro can be 
forced into closer relations or companionship 
with the white race than at present, though 
the statute books be loaded down with such 
measures as that »roposesed by Mr. Sumner.
